 Estelle Breckle (Breckle) appeals from the decision of the Labor and Industrial Relations 
Commission (Commission) ordering the Treasurer of the State of Missouri, Custodian of the 
Second Injury Fund (SIF), to direct payments of attorney fees on her disability benefits award to 
The Nichols Living Trust in the event her attorney, Harry J. Nichols (Nichols), predeceases her.  
 
REVERSED and REMANDED. 
 
Division Two Holds:  The Commission erred in denying Breckle’s Motion to Vacate the 
Commission’s order granting Nichols’ request to alter the attorney fees payee on her disability 
award without considering Breckle’s allegations she did not receive notice of the Commission’s 
Order to Show Cause regarding Nichols’ request.  The claim is remanded to the Commission 
with directions that an evidentiary hearing be held to address the issue of notice.
